ONE of Oswestry’s leading 
tourism attractions has re¬ 
ported record visitors as other 
venues say it has been a great 
summer for the area. 

Bosses at Park Hall Countryside 
Experience says its visitor figures 
are up by 19 per cent for the summer 
holiday period compared to last year 
while Oswestry’s Cae Glas Park has 
also seen record numbers attend its 
Sunday music in the park afternoons 
throughout the summer. 

And this weekend is shaping up to be a huge 
Bank Holiday success with more 
than 1,000 people arriving at 
the Park Hall showground for 
the national Honda Goldwing 
annual meet - an event open to 
the public on Sunday. 

The Park Hall Countryside 
Experience began its 2016 sea¬ 
son with a record Good Friday 
attendance and director Richard 
Powell said it had been a very 
good summer.

Traffic survey claim 
over homes plans 
refuted by experts 

CLAIMS that a decision on plans to 
build 600 homes on the edge of Oswest¬ 
ry should be postponed to allow for more 
traffic surveys have been refuted. 

A planning application has been sub¬ 
mitted by J Ross Developments for the 
urban extension on the eastern gateway 
to Oswestry. There are also plans to build 
a pedestrian bridge over the A5/A483 to 
connect with a proposed new Mile End 
business park on the other side of the 
Oswestry bypass. 

The Highways Agency wants more de¬ 
tailed figures on the use of the Mile End 
roundabout and also how a new round¬ 
about to access the new development 
would affect Mile End. 

Rebutting the need for more figures, 
Corun transport and highways engineer¬ 
ing, which is working on behalf of J Ross 
Developments, has said that it has sub¬ 
mitted the figures needed. 

A report from the engineers says that 
traffic figures have been handed in pro¬ 
jecting forward to 2026, which coincides 
with the end of the Shropshire local plan. 

It also says the impact on the Mile End 
junction would be very little. The develop¬ 
ment was in the local plan and so should 
have been taken into account when the 
Mile End roundabout was improved, the 
report says. “The interaction between the 
site access roundabout and the Mile End 
roundabout and the risk of any impact is 
extremely low,” the report adds.

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Long-serving stallholder 
voices fears for footfall

A MARKET trader who has just 
celebrated 40 years in business 
says she is concerned that the 
footfall of traditional indoor mar¬ 
kets is declining at an alarming 
rate. 



Heather Anderson has been trading 
from Oswestry Indoor Market for four 
decades, selling all sorts of items in 
her antique and collectable shop called 
Once Upon A Tyme. 

But she has noticed a serious drop in the 
number of visitors to the traditional mar¬ 
ket area over the past six months, which 
she blames partly on the 
rise of car boot sales and 
upcycling. 

She said: “I’ve built up 
a good customer base here 
selling particular items 
people need - it is more 
about the choice of cotton 
threads than the silver 
thimble in my shop. 

“But Oswestry’s indoor 
market footfall has gone 
down and the trade has changed. 

“Over the past five years, there has been 
a rise in the amount of car boot sales being 
held locally and people are throwing a lot 
more away to the rubbish tip than they 
used to in house clearances. 

“In addition, Kindle is killing off the tra¬ 
ditional large book trade. 

“I feel more now like I am having to fuel 
my hobby with my own cash than running 
a business so I’m planning to enjoy my re¬ 
tirement early next year, after my marriage 
to my fiance, author, Steve Bond, in Octo¬ 
ber in Solva, Pembrokeshire.” 

David Clough, retail markets and events 
manager for Oswestry Market, said: “We 
don’t have figures I’m afraid but it is a na¬ 
tional (downward) trend for retail and mar¬ 
kets in particular with the growing number 
of supermarkets and the internet. 

“However, we are all working hard to 
drive footfall to the market by holding a 
huge amount of events and publicising 
widely, especially on social media and our 
new website. 

“We have also been concentrating on in¬ 
creasing the coach visits to the town. 

“There are a good number of traders who 
still achieve strong sales weekly.” 

Heather recently celebrated her 40 years 
of trade with Oswestry Mayor Paul Milner.

Consultation 
on future of 
day centres 

THE closure of Powys’ day centres - 
except the one in Welshpool - could be 
the result of cost cutting by the coun¬ 
ty council. 

The authority is currently consult¬ 
ing on the future of its day centres 
for older people and has launched a 
survey. 

Earlier this year Welshpool Town 
Council took over the running of its 
day centre after fears that it could 
close. It was given a start up grant of 
£25,000 for the running of Westwood 
Day Centre. 

The options for the other day cen¬ 
tres are to not close any of the existing 
services and to continue as is; close all 
day centres including third sector pro¬ 
vision with effect from March 2017; 
and to take a phased approach to de¬ 
commissioning all existing provision, 
except for Westwood in Welshpool. 

The county council has launched 
an online survey to ask residents for 
their views on other centres. 

Councillor Stephen Hayes, Portfolio 
Holder for Adult Services said; “We 
currently run six day centres across 
Powys and help fund five other or¬ 
ganisations to deliver services on our 
behalf. 

“But continued financial pressures 
and the reduced funding available 
means we have to review how we de¬ 
liver services in the future.” 

The consultation will close on Oc¬ 
tober 28. 

Changes made to 
museum in town 

CHANGES have been made to a mu¬ 
seum with new displays and other 
developments to improve experiences 
for visitors. 

In the last six months Powysland 
Museum in Welshpool has undergone 
a number of changes to enhance the 
visitor experience and to create access 
to more of the museum’s collections. 

Outside the museum, the previous 
wooden sculpture has made way for 
two large herons created by local art¬ 
ist Roger Williams. 

Inside, the museum’s reception 
desk has been rebuilt and enlarged so 
it is now a proper workspace as well as 
a welcoming introduction to the mu¬ 
seum. In the museum’s permanent 
galleries on the first floor additional 
items have been added to the World 
War One and Two exhibitions and 
there are some completely new dis¬ 
plays on Welsh Ladies, the Eisteddfod 
and Laura Ashley. 


POWYS pupils have again achieved 
very good A-level results in the WJEC 
examinations. 

Nearly one in five Powys results for 
2016 are at the highest grades A*-A 
(18.3 per cent) and almost five out of 
every 10 results (48.3 per cent) were at 
grades A*, A and B. 

More than five per cent of results 
were at grade A* and a further 13 per 
cent were at grade A. 


Results at grades A*-B remain 
higher than the all-Wales figure (48.1 
per cent). 

Almost everyone who took a WJEC 
A-level in Powys passed (97.5 per 
cent) and this remains higher than for 
Wales as a whole. 

Councillor Arwel Jones, cabinet 
member for education, said: “These 
are very good results clearly reflecting 
the dedication and hard work of pupils 


and teachers in all Powys schools. 

“Our warm congratulations go to 
all the young people on their well-de¬ 
served achievements and to all those 
who have supported them throughout 
their school careers. 

“We wish all the students every suc¬ 
cess for the future.” 

Meanwhile, staff and students at 
The Maelor School, Penley, near 
Overton, were delighted to see record 


A-level results, with 43 per cent of 
all A levels taken achieving the top 
grades of A or A*. 

Headteacher Simon Ellis said “I 
am delighted with the achievement of 
these students, we have been working 
very closely with Oxford and Cam¬ 
bridge university as part of a project 
called SEREN aiming to stretch the 
most able and make sure that they 
reach their potential”.

SHROPSHIRE should be included in 
areas selected for controversial badg¬ 
er culls according to a county MR 

Badgers are to be shot in five new 
areas of England in a bid to control 
bovine TB (bTB) according to a leaked 
report, although Shropshire is not in¬ 
cluded. North Shropshire MP Owen 
Paterson said: “If this report is true, 
I would like the culling to extend to 
Shropshire and Mid Wales too. 

“In Somerset the cull has been a 
huge success; there has been a decline 
in the number cattle with the disease 
and even farms that have suffered 
from bTB for 30 years are now clear. 
The sooner this success is replicated 
around the country the better.” 

But Shropshire Badger Group says 
there is no evidence that culling is ef¬ 
fective. 

A total of 227,835 cattle have been 
culled in England because of bovine 
TB since 2008.

HUGE smiles were accompanied 
by some worried looks as A-level 
students opened their brown re¬ 
sult envelopes. 

Relief was etched on the faces of stu¬ 
dents at sixth forms and colleges who 
discovered they could go to university 
or an apprenticeship scheme. 

Head of the Marches in Oswestry, Sarah 
Longville, said its results were testimony to 
why the school pushed so hard for a sixth 
form. Students and staff built on the sue- f 
cess of last year’s first ever A-level results, 
celebrating a pass rate of 100 per cent with 
41 per cent of entries at A*- B. 

Some of the best results were at Moreton 
Hall, near Oswestry, where nearly 70 per 
cent of entries were awarded the top grades 
of A*, A and B with a number of subjects - 
such as economics, history and classical civ¬ 
ilisation - achieving 100 per cent at A*-C. 

“The perseverance and determination of 
individual students has been outstanding, 
with many students exceeding their predic¬ 
tions,” said principal Jonathan Forster. 

At Llanfyllin High School 51 per cent of 
results were at grades A* to B and 80 per 
cent were grades A* to C. 

“Once again our Welsh language stu¬ 
dents achieved excellent results with 100 
per cent of passes at grades A* to C,” said 
headteacher Mike Jones. 

Adcote School said it was thrilled to an¬ 
nounce another successful set of A Level 
equivalent results including 50 per cent at 
A* and A grade. 

For Dinas Bran, Llangollen, the overall 
pass-rate at A level grades A*-E was 99 per 
cent, with over half of all grades awarded 
at A*-B.

The damaged stile 


Damage to stile at site is criticised 


A COMMITTEE which helps man¬ 
age a nature reserve has criticised 
those who caused damage to a stile 
which allows access to the site. 

Ann Williams, chairman of the 
Ifton Meadows management com¬ 
mittee, has spoken out following the 
damage to one of the stiles at the re¬ 
serve in St Martins near Oswestry. 

West Mercia Police said two slats 
have been removed from the stile 


which serves a public footpath in 
the Glyn Morlas area of St Martins. 

The stile has been put in place 
to allow pedestrian access into the 
Ifton Meadows Nature Reserve and 
provide a barrier to keep any live¬ 
stock within its boundaries and off 
the surrounding roads. Mrs Wil¬ 
liams said she believes the damage 
was caused by cyclists who were 
trying to get their bikes over. She 


said: “I’m not 100 per cent sure but 
I think this damage was caused by 
cyclists, and if that’s the case then 
that’s selfish because the site is a 
cycle-free zone because it’s very vul¬ 
nerable due to it being a slag heap 
from the old colliery. 

“Anyone who rides around the 
site on a bike causes a lot of damage, 
and also it isn’t really a good idea 
for cyclists, walkers and children to 


be mixing.’’Despite Mrs Williams 
believing the damage was caused by 
cyclists, West Mercia Police say they 
think it was the result of people try¬ 
ing to get large dogs in and out of 
the area. 

A police spokesperson said: “Two 
slats have been removed not as an 
act of pointless vandalism, but the 
police believe as a means to get large 
dogs onto and off the area.”

Crackdown 
on litterbugs 

ALMOST 40 tickets were handed out in 
Chirk over the space of a month by en¬ 
forcement officers for offences including 
dropping cigarette butts and litter.

However the authority has upped the set¬ 
tlement, offering up to 45 per cent funding 
static for five years, as well as including ve¬ 
hicle costs in the package. 

This compares to a previous offering of 
40 per cent in the first year, 35 per cent 
in the second, and 30 per cent in the third 
year, and that was without vehicle costs. 

The latest settlement would mean a jump 
from £14,000 to £20,000 of funding. 

If the clustering partnership did go 
ahead, it would see 12 community councils 
including Llanfyllin Town Council, banding 
together to take over services. 


Explosion probe continues

A PROBE into an explosion at a factory is 
complex and will take a long time to com¬ 
plete, investigators have revealed. 

The blast happened at Kronospan in 
Chirk, near Oswestry just weeks after pu¬ 
pils from nearby Ysgol y Waun were kept 
inside during their playtime because of con¬ 
cerns over dust emissions from the factory. 

There were no injuries in the explosion, 
which happened at about 9am on August 
12 . 

Natural Resources Wales said it was 
working with the Health and Safety Exec¬ 
utive to investigate what happened in the 


incident. Paul Wright, industry regulation 
team leader for Natural Resources Wales 
said: “This is a complex situation and it 
will take time to conclude the joint investi¬ 
gation.

A PENSIONER died in a Shropshire hospital after surgeons perfo¬ 
rated her bowel while trying to insert a catheter, an inquest into her 
death was told. 

Barbara Edith Worthington died at the Royal Shrewsbury Hospital nearly 
two weeks after the surgery at Oswestry Orthopaedic Hospital in April this 
year. 

The 82-year-old osteoporosis sufferer, from Malvern, was admitted to the orthopaedic 

a fall at home, the inquest 
iltant surgeon Mr Joy Roy 
Chowdhury, who carried out the procedure 
at the orthopaedic hospital, told the hear¬ 
ing at Shirehall in Shrewsbury that he had 
carried out “between 70 and 80” similar 
operations at the hospital in the last three 
years. He said the possibility of perforat¬ 
ing the bowel was a known complication of 
the surgery, but said the operation on Mrs 
Worthington was the first one to result in 
a fatality. 

The inquest heard a post-mortem exami¬ 
nation revealed the cause of death was peri¬ 
tonitis, brought about by a perforated small 
bowel and the insertion of a catheter. 

Mrs Worthington died at the Royal 
Shrewsbury Hospital on May 10 this year. 

Mrs Worthington’s daughter Ann ex¬ 
pressed concerns that her mother was not 
well enough to undertake the surgery - and 
that the family had not been consulted be¬ 
fore the surgery took place on April 29. 

But Mr Chowdhury said: “When I asked 
her (Mrs Worthington) on the day of the 
consent, I did not feel she was unwell in 
any way.” 

Shropshire coroner John Ellery asked 
him: “Did she consent to the procedure?” 
“Yes,” Mr Chowdhury replied. 

“She said she was happy to proceed.” 

The surgeon said he had now changed his 
practices as a result of Mrs Worthington’s 
death. 

“I now ask all patients if they want to 
speak to their family before deciding on 
consent,” he said. 

Mr Ellery recorded a verdict of death as 
a result of complications with a surgical 
procedure. 

He said: “There clearly was a misunder¬ 
standing between the family and Mr Chow¬ 
dhury, but I cannot resolve that. 

“It seems clear to me, had that conversa¬ 
tion taken place (between the surgeon and 
Mrs Worthington’s family) and had the 
surgery been delayed, it would not have, by 
itself, affected the risk or the outcome. 

“This was a known complication of the 
procedure.” 


Inquiry after 
diesel seeps 
into brook 

NATURAL Resources Wales says red diesel 
seeped into a brook in Welshpool. 

The organisation has been investigating 
since the pollution was reported last month 
and says it has now discovered the likely 
source. 

Oil analysis linked the fuel found in the 
Lledan Brook in Welshpool to a red diesel 
tank at a local fuelling station. 

While the tanks are now believed to be 
empty some residual oil is leaching from 
the ground affected by the leak. 

Since the pollution was reported on July 
21, NRW has been working to minimise the 
impact to the environment and continues 
to investigate any other potential source of 
pollution. 

The pollution is currently contained in a 
150 metre stretch of the river, and samples 
continue to be analysed at NRW’s labora¬ 
tory. Lledan Brook runs through Welsh¬ 
pool, into the Severn, one of Wales’s most 
important fishing rivers and an important 
source of water. 

There is no known effect on water qual¬ 
ity in the River Severn. 

Dave Powell, operations manager, Nat¬ 
ural Resources Wales said: “Protecting 
Wales’ environment is a top priority for us 
and we take it very seriously when pollu¬ 
tion is reported. 

“We have brought the pollution under 
control and believe that we have now iden¬ 
tified the source. There are no signs of dead 
fish or fish in distress.”

A NUMBER of past and present patients at 
Oswestry Orthopaedic Hospital will be rep¬ 
resenting Britain at this year’s Paralympics 
which start next month.

He will compete in the R4 and R5 100m 
air rifle competition in Rio - having also 
been in the London Paralympics four years 
ago, finishing 21st and 17th respectively in 
the two events. 

He is a patient within the hospital’s Mid¬ 
land Centre for Spinal Injuries. “I came in 
as an inpatient not long after the accident 
and I’ve been popping in and out for various 
treatment ever since,” he said. 


Patients Paul Shaw, coach of the GB 
Wheelchair Rugby Team, and three mem¬ 
bers of his squad James Roberts, Ryan 
Cowling and Alan Ash, will also be looking 
for glory in Rio. 

And the Team GB women’s wheelchair 
basketball team will also include teenager 
Charlotte Moore, another orthopaedic hos¬ 
pital patient. 

Away from the competitive action, the 
hospital will also be represented in the tel¬ 
evision studio - as the Channel 4 line-up 
includes patient Arthur Williams. Former 
Royal Marine Arthur was paralysed from 
the waist down in a car accident and has 
gone on to forge a career first as a wheel¬ 
chair racer and, in recent years, as a TV 
presenter.

The shocking death of former 
Aston Villa footballer Dalian At¬ 
kinson in Telford has brought the 
debate about the use of tasers 
by the police to the top of the 
news agenda this week. 

The 48-year-old died after be¬ 
ing struck by a police taser out¬ 
side his father’s house on August 
15. And now two West Mercia 
Police are under criminal investi¬ 
gation following the incident. 

Campaigners have long been 
warning that the tasers can all 
too easily become a deadly 
weapon, particularly if victims 
happen to be suffering from 
heart complaints as could well 
turn out to be the situation in Mr 
Atkinson’s case, according to 
relatives of the dead man. This 
latest high profile incident will 
add substantial weight to the 
case against tasers. 

No-one has suggested that 
officers are trigger-happy. But 
there is growing concern that the 
taser might not be as safe as we 
have all been led to believe and 
campaigners are being quick to 
react to this latest incident, par¬ 
ticularly because of the high pro¬ 
file of the victim. 

Even the police watchdog the 
Independent Police Complaints 
Commission has warned forces 
against the overuse of the deter¬ 
rent and I’m not surprised after 
witnessing officers demonstrat¬ 
ing the use of the stun gun sev¬ 
eral years ago. An officer volun¬ 
teered to be stunned to convince 
the watching press that the sys¬ 
tem was safe, but it left me more 
than a little worried about some 
of the possible consequences. 

Our police forces must have 
some kind of deterrent available 
to them. After all we don’t want 
to go down the same road as our 
American cousins who seem to 
shoot first and ask questions lat¬ 
er. But we may need to look for 
a safer option, if only to protect 
our officers. 

You’d be hard pressed to find 
a man more committed to sup¬ 
porting and serving the town of 
Oswestry than Paul Milner, the 
current Mayor. The man lives 
and breathes Oswestry and is 
to be commended for his latest 
venture raising support for any 
new emergency care centre to 
be based in Shrewsbury and not 
Telford. Councillor Milner raised 
over 4,000 names on a petition 
he recently handed to health 
chiefs which spoke up for not 
just the people of Oswestry but 
those over the Powys border 
too, because all will be affected 
if the service moves 20 miles fur¬ 
ther away. 

If facilities were removed from 
Shrewsbury, the distance from 
some parts of north Shropshire 
to a site in Telford could be up 
to two hours. Clearly this is un¬ 
acceptable and places patients 
at significant and unacceptable 
risk. How right he is and it’s ex¬ 
actly the same for those on the 
Wales side of the Powys/Shrop¬ 
shire border.

Decision sparks new fears for the City 


THE Brexit vote sent huge shockwaves 
through the country but none so severe as 
in the financial institutions based in Lon¬ 
don. 

Currently the big indicator of things to 
come is the proposed merger between the 
London and Frankfurt stock exchanges. 
Prior to the Brexit vote the headquarters 
would have been based in London. 

However Germany’s Felix Hufeld; the 
most senior official to rule out London 
publicly as the head office of the merged 
Deutsche Boerse-London Stock Exchange 
group, joins a group who increasingly 
question London’s future role as the Eu¬ 


ropean centre for financial trade. It’s not 
just stocks and shares under threat. “With¬ 
out doubt ... it is hard to imagine that the 
most important exchange venue (for trad¬ 
ing in the Euro), in the euro zone would be 
steered from a headquarters outside the 
EU,” Hufeld said. 

Once these institutions leave London we 
lose the ability to regulate them and even 
hand over the option to the likes of Ger¬ 
many and France to regulate London out 
of existence. 

So what’s at stake? Trading in Euro 
based securities is massive and around two 
trillion euros worth is based in London. 


That generates an awful lot of salaries and 
taxes. Have no doubt a lot of that goes to 
fund your local hospital and school; wher¬ 
ever it is. 

The EU vote was seen as a punch on 
the nose by the regions for the Londoners, 
which it was. 

People are now saying London never lis¬ 
tened to the regions but it is now which is a 
bit like the guy in the Titanic’s engine room 
telling the captain to steer left. Pointless if 
the ship is going down which in my per¬ 
sonal opinion it is.

Result of the big 
referendum has 
no legal standing 

IF you voted to remain in the European 
Union, didn’t vote at all or now regret vot¬ 
ing to leave there’s some good news. 

The result of the referendum carries no 
legal weight. Parliament does not have to 
trigger Article 50 of the Lisbon Treaty, that 
will take us out of the EU. 

It’s entirely up to our MPs what they de¬ 
cide to do now. 

It would be brave of them to vote against 
invoking Article 50, but the economic melt¬ 
down that has followed the referendum 
clearly shows that not leaving the EU is the 
right thing to do. 

Most countries that hold referenda have 
strict rules on whether the result counts - 
usually a two-thirds majority on at least a 
75 per cent turnout is needed. 

The EU referendum saw a majority of 
only 53 percent on a turnout of just 72 per 
cent. 

This means that only 37 per cent of the 
UK’s electorate actually voted to leave the 
EU.

BUS routes on the Shropshire 
border which have not run for a 
month will be replaced - but with 
a reduced service. 

They include the Ceiriog Valley and 
the Whitchurch to Wrexham route 
which join up villages including Over- 
ton, Penley, Hanmer and Bronington. 

It is thought that the number of journeys 
on the latter route, the 146 bus, could be at 
least halved from the previous 15 journeys 
at day. 

Residents in rural areas of the Wrexham 
county were left without public transport 
when GHA Coaches went into administra¬ 
tion in July. 

About 300 people lost their jobs and bus 
routes across Shropshire, Wales and Chesh¬ 
ire were affected. Shropshire Council found 
alternative bus companies to take over its 
routes but Wrexham Council was left with 
eight services not replaced. 

Wrexham Council said contracts have 
now been awarded for these remaining 
routes, but many will not run to the orig¬ 
inal timetables. Start dates and new time¬ 
tables have not yet been finalised with the 
traffic commissioner needing to approve 
the new plan before it can be implemented. 

The council’s lead member for trans¬ 
port, Councillor David A Bithell, said: “We 
know the weeks since GHA Coaches went 
into administration have been an incred¬ 
ibly frustrating time for people reliant on 
public transport, but following the tender 
process we will be able to get things moving 
as quickly as possible.” 

More than 100 people recently packed 
into a public meeting in the White Horse 
pub in Overton to call for the bus service 
to be replaced.

AN industrial wheelie bin has again 
been involved in a fire in an alleyway 
in Oswestry. 

Firefighters from Oswestry went to 
the Clawdd Du alley in the town cen¬ 
tre at 3.50pm on Tuesday where they 
found the bin on fire. 

They brought the blaze quickly 
under control. The fire teams used 
drag hooks and a thermal image cam¬ 
era to ensure the fire was out. 

Police are investigating the cause of 
the fire. 

Earlier this year Oswestry Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce raised the continual 
siting of industrial wheelie bins in the 
alleyway with Shropshire Council. 

It said it had written to households 
and businesses reminding them of the 
waste collection arrangements. 

In 2014 a family of four were 
trapped in their flat when a blazing 
bin blocked the escape route from 
their home. They were rescued by 
firefighters from the first floor flat 
while fire crews tried to put out the 
fire in an industrial bin in the Clawdd 
Du alleyway.

Number of school sex 
attack claims revealed

DOZENS of alleged incidents of 
sexual offences have been re¬ 
ported at schools in Mid Wales 
over the past four years. 

Dyfed-Powys Police classed the 40 
alleged incidents as sexual offences 
in Powys, Carmarthenshire, Pem¬ 
brokeshire, and Ceredigion schools in 
the four years between 2011/12 and 
2014/15. 

There were eight reports of sexual of¬ 
fences on school premises recorded in 
2011/12, five in 2012/13, seven in 2013/14 
and 20 in 2014/15. 

Reported incidents included rape, sexual 
activity involving a child and sexual assault. 
The figures were obtained by global chil¬ 
dren’s charity Plan International UK from 
a Freedom of Information request of UK 
police forces with 34 of 45 responses across 
England, Wales and Northern Ireland. 
Alleged offences ranged from harassment 
to serious sexual assaults and rapes. Less 
than one in 10 suspected cases resulted in 
criminal charges or summons. 

Plan International UK is calling for the 
government to commit to mandatory sex 
and relationships education which covers 
sexting, consent, healthy relationships and 
the law. 

Kerry Smith, Plan International UK 
head of girls’ rights, said: “This shows that 
we’re failing young people when it comes 
to learning about healthy relationships and 
consent.”

am calls for 
free parking 
to help trade 

PARKING should be made free in 
towns in Mid Wales, it has been 
claimed. 

Montgomeryshire AM Russell 
George said he believes it would be a 
huge boost to businesses in the town. 

A study by the Welsh Retail Con¬ 
sortium has revealed that while visits 
to Welsh high streets are on the up, 
shop vacancy rates rose to 11.9 per 
cent from 11 per cent in April. 

Responding to the report, Russell 
George, Welsh Conservative shadow 
secretary for the economy, said: 
“While the modest increase in visi¬ 
tors to Wales’ shops is encouraging, 
the report also confirms the continu¬ 
ation of a worrying trend for Wales’ 
high streets. People should not be 
penalised with gratuitous charges for 
wanting to spend money in these un¬ 
der-threat areas. 

“Poor parking, facilities, high 
charges, congestion and inadequate 
public transport links all serve to 
deter consumers from the high street. 

“Welsh Conservatives believe that 
free parking is key to high street re¬ 
vival. Flexible parking schemes will 
encourage shoppers back into town 
centres.”

RAILWAY enthusiasts had some¬ 
thing to smile about when they 
enjoyed a steam treat at a herit¬ 
age railway. 

The 1949 Andrew Barclay locomo¬ 
tive ‘No. 6’ “Fife Flyer” recently took 
to the tracks at the Cambrian Herit¬ 
age Railway, based at Oswestry sta¬ 
tion. 

And it was cause for celebration as rail¬ 
way bosses had been working for several 
months to try to arrange the engine’s ar¬ 
rival. 

Rob Williams, chairman of CHR, was on 
the footplate helping to drive the engine. 
He said he was delighted that visitors to the 
railway have been able to experience steam 
this summer. 

He said: “We’re really pleased that the 
engine’s arrived here. We’ve been talking 
about it for some time. 

“After an inspection and steam test we 
used the engine, with plenty of visitors 
coming to enjoy a ride, take pictures and 
experience the sight and sound of steam. 

“It’s not just a visit - the engine will now 
be based at Oswestry until at least early 
2017. Having the engine here is another 
fantastic step forward to bringing a better 
attraction to Oswestry, which includes ex¬ 
tending our line to the Stonehouse Brewery 
at Weston, which is another popular tourist 
destination.” 

The locomotive, number 2261, has come 
from Ribble Steam Railway in Preston. 

Built in 1949, the engine spent its work¬ 
ing life at the Scottish Coal Board. It was 
restored to steam in 2013. Passengers are 
able to ride the steam-pulled train every 
weekend throughout August from 11am to 
4pm. 

Tickets cost £4 adults, £2 children aged 
two to 5, and £3 concessions for unlimited 
rides.

Crews called 
to help out 
obese people 

FIREFIGHTERS in Shropshire have 
been called out 10 times to help lift 
obese people in the county in five 
years. 

Shropshire Fire and Rescue have 
only been called out a handful of 
times for bariatric rescues to assist 
ambulance crews with transporting 
overweight people, new figures have 
revealed. 

The busiest year for the service was 
2013/14 when fire crews were called 
out five times to assist with the mov¬ 
ing of a person. 

Jon Temple, spokesman for Shrop¬ 
shire Fire and Rescue Service said: 
“We will attend on West Midlands 
Ambulance Service request and may 
use a multitude of ways to extricate 
the casualty.” 

Fire crews in the county were called 
out just once in 2011/12, twice in 
2012/13, four times in 2013/14, twice 
again in 2014/15 and once in 2015/16, 
figures say. Firefighters nationally 
have said it is part of their role to help 
“vulnerable” people as well as tackle 
fires and some crews, including teams 
in neighbouring Staffordshire, receive 
special training to learn the proper 
lifting techniques.

A HUGE convoy of motorcycles, 
decorated with scenes from across 
the globe, is about to descend on 
the Oswestry area. 

More than 600 Honda Goldwings with 
their owners and pillion passengers will 
descend on Oswestry over the Bank Hol¬ 
iday weekend. 

The Goldwing Owners Club of Great Britain 
Festival 2016 will be held on Oswestry Show- 
ground, with the event open to the public on 
Sunday. 

Those taking part will include Shropshire 
Goldwing owners, including Kelvin Jones and 
his son Glen, from Sherwood Crescent, Market 
Drayton. 

Both of them have Gold wing bikes, one of 
them dedicated to the Falklands War. 

Kelvin Jones was in the parachute regiment 
and served in the Falklands and has made the 
machine, that his son now rides, into a work 
of art. 

“I wanted to produce a memorial to those 
who died in the Falklands and putting artwork 
on my bike seemed the best way that I could 
honour them,” he said. 

One of those involved with the Goldwing fes¬ 
tival is Kerry Rigby from the Shropshire Gold¬ 
wing Owners Club. 

Kerry and her husband, Roy, from Oswestry, 
have their own Goldwing which they use to 
tour not only Britain but Europe. 

“We have about 600 bikes coming from Brit¬ 
ain and Europe,” she said. 

“The last time the event was in Oswestry 
was in 2001.” 

The weekend includes a light parade through 
Oswestry tomorrow evening (Friday). 

About 300 machines all lit up will ride 
through the town and the villages of Gobowen 
and Whittington, starting from the show- 
ground at 9pm and going anti-clockwise to 
Whittington, Gobowen and Oswestry. 

On Sunday about 600 bikes will use the same 
route for a cavalcade of bikes all sporting their 
own national flags. 

National organiser Nigel Whithouse said: 
“While we are in Oswestry we will be raising 
money and supporting Hope House Children’s 
Hospice. 

“We will be holding an open day on the Sun¬

day to raise money for the hospice. There 
will be live music in the afternoon along with 
stalls and hopefully a street party from noon 
until 4pm.” 

He added: “There will be a 1940s theme 
to the weekend while there will also be a live 
band, trade stands and much more. 

“It should be a great weekend for every¬ 
body involved.” 

The Honda Goldwing is a series of touring 
motorcycles introduced at the Cologne Motor¬ 
cycle Show in October 1974 which went on 
to become a popular model in North Amer¬ 


ica, western Europe and Australia, as well as 
Japan. 

The Goldwing Owners Club of Great Brit¬ 
ain was founded by Harry Ward back in 1980 
and it was on his return from a Belgium Tref- 
fen he decided to hold the first meeting. 

Mr Whithouse added: “This was held in the 
region of Thames Valley. 

“From this small start we now have 32 ac¬ 
tive regions that hold monthly meetings, or¬ 
ganise ride-outs and other social events. 

“In the main season the regions hold ‘wing 
dings’ that are normally camping events held 


over a weekend.” The Society of Automotive 
Engineers of Japan includes a Honda Gold¬ 
wing GL1000 manufactured in 1974 as one 
of its 240 Landmarks of Japanese Automotive 
Technology. 

Through 2012, Honda GL models have ap¬ 
peared 18 times in the Cycle World list of ten 
best bikes. Over the course of its history, it 
has had numerous changes to its design and 
production. In 1975 it had a 999 cc flat-four 
engine and in 2001 it had a 1,832 cc flat-six. 

By 2012, the model had a fairing with heat¬ 
ing and an adjustable windscreen, panniers 


and a trunk, a seatback for pillion rider, satel¬ 
lite navigation and radio, a six-speaker audio 
system with MP3 and iPod connectivity, an¬ 
ti-lock braking, cruise control, electrically 
assisted reverse gear, and an optional airbag. 

Gold Wings were manufactured in Marys¬ 
ville, Ohio, from 1980 until 2010, when motor¬ 
cycle production there was halted. Production 
resumed in Kumamoto Prefecture, Japan, in 
2011 using tooling transported from the old 
plant. The primary market for the Goldwing 
was the potential long distance rider, needing 
a motorcycle suitable to the task.

ATOP celebrity chef who hails 
from Chirk near Oswestry will 
recreate the memorable meal 
he cooked for legendary ten¬ 
or Lucian Pavarotti. 

Dai Chef will be sharing the 
superstar tenor’s gastronomic se¬ 
crets when he appears live at this 
year’s Hamper Llangollen Food 
Festival. 

Thousands of foodies are expected to 
flock to the popular event which will 
see the Denbighshire tourist town be¬ 
come the culinary capital of Wales over 
the weekend of October 15 and 16. 

During his time at the Bryn Howel 
Hotel, Dai cooked for a whole host of 
superstar singers, including Jose Car¬ 
reras and Dame Kiri Te Kanawa, who 
came to appear at the Llangollen In¬ 
ternational Musical Eisteddfod, 

But the high of his glittering career 
for Dai, who lived in Chirk for many 
years, was spending a week as per¬ 
sonal chef to Pavarotti when he head¬ 
lined during an emotional return to 
the festival in 1995. 

Pavarotti’s pilgrimage came exactly 
40 years after he had first competed 
there as a 19-year-old member of the 
Chorus Rossini choir from Modena, 
Italy in 1955. 

To celebrate the occasion Dai will 
weave his magic to prepare again the 
meal he prepared specially for the 
maestro in that glorious summer 21 
years ago. 

Dai, who is now executive chef at 
The Cliffs restaurant in Morfa Nefyn 
near Pwllheli, said: “At the time Pa¬ 
varotti came to stay I was executive 
chef at the Bryn Howel in Llangollen, 
then one of the top five hotels in Wales. 

“I was appointed as his personal 
chef for the week and used to serve 


him in the restaurant and his private 
suite. 

“He was there with his father, Fer¬ 
nando, and a full entourage, including 
his promoter Harvey Goldsmith, and 
I used to prepare every meal for him. 

“On the Sunday night after his 
smash hit concert at the Eisteddfod, 
just up the road from the hotel, I cre¬ 
ated a special meal for him and his 450 
guests. 

“I’ll never forget what it was. The 
starter was a smoked salmon and 
soft cheese roulade and the main 
course was Welsh sirloin beef flamed 
in whisky served with cream of wild 
mushrooms. 

“The most memorable part of the 
meal for me was the dessert, which 
was a white chocolate and strawberry 
tart. 


“Pavarotti loved it so much he asked 
me to prepare four more of them, al¬ 
though he didn’t eat them all there 
and then and took them back to his 
suite to serve to his friends and vis¬ 
itors. 

“The story about this got out and 
led to a BBC2 TV documentary pro¬ 
gramme called Four Tarts and a 
Tenor. 

“I must say the tart was so good I 
still serve it now at The Cliffs.” 

Dai added: “This is exactly the meal 
I’ll be recreating for visitors when I 
do my live cooking demonstration at 
Hamper Llangollen, which is a festival 
I love appearing at as I was one of its 
original founders.”

Old-fashioned charm

ADAPTED from Arthur Ran- 
some’s beloved book, Swallows 
And Amazons is a charmingly 
old-fashioned tale of messing 
about on the river. 

It is set in more innocent times before 
children became zombified slaves to their 
parents’ tablets and smartphones. 

Philippa Lowthorpe’s film is a valentine to 
the great outdoors and the wild, sprawling 
splendour of the British countryside, set in 
the mid-1930s against a picturesque back¬ 
drop of the Lake District. 

You can almost feel the soft breeze rolling 
off the hills as the plucky heroes survey the 
undulating, verdant landscape for the first 
time, staring adoringly at an island in the 
middle of a lake that will become the scene 
for their gung-ho summer escapades. 

If a British film is ever going to convince 
21 st century youngsters to stop swiping 
and start building dens and scavenging, 
this is it. Certainly, parents will be charmed 
by the nostalgia-steeped narrative and fond 
memories of the 1974 film adaptation that 
arrived soon after the rousing success of 
The Railway Children. 

While her husband is away at sea on a 
naval destroyer, Mrs Walker (Kelly Mac¬ 
donald) spirits her four children - John 
(Dane Hughes), Susan (Orla Hill), Tatty 
(Teddie-Rose Malleson-Allen - half-sister to 
singer Lily and actor Alfie Allen) and Roger 
(Bobby McCulloch) - away for the summer 
break to stay with farmer Mr Jackson (Harry 
Enfield) and his wife (Jessica Hynes). 

En-route, the children have a close 
encounter with James Turner (Rafe Spall), 
who is being chased on their train by a 
man called Lazlov (Andrew Scott). Turner 
escapes and the children subsequently

conclude he must be a pirate and christen 
him Captain Flint after one of their favourite 
characters in Treasure Island. 

Once the brood arrives at the Jacksons’ 
farm, the children persuade their mother 
to allow them to sail over to an island and 
camp under the stars. 

The outward journey is fraught with sib¬ 
ling rivalry and eldest child John considers 
abandoning the expedition. 


“Only cowards turn back, this is our 
destiny John!” Tatty rebukes him. 

Once the children set up camp, they 
discover the island has already been 
claimed by Nancy Blackett (Seren Hawkes) 
and sister Peggy (Hannah Jayne Thorp). 
Meanwhile, Lazio tracks down Turner to a 
houseboat close to the island and prepares 
to snare his slippery prey. 

Swallows And Amazons maintains a gen¬ 


tle pace, anchored by solid performances 
from the young cast. 

Enfield and Hynes provide comic relief, 
while Scott essays another boo-hiss villain 
from his expanding repertoire. 

Lake District locations look glorious, even 
when storm clouds gather. Screenwriter 
Andrea Gibb has made a few alterations to 
Ransome’s text, noticeably rechristening 
Titty Walker to avoid any sniggers.

Now the Andrew Logan Museum of 
Sculpture in Berriew - which charts 
the work of the internationally known 
artist who has pieces, large and small 
across the globe - is due to reach its 
25th anniversary.

“There are people who happen across the 
museum and there are others who follow 
my work who come on a pilgrimage, which 
is wonderful,” he said. 

“We have lots of school visits, which I 
adore. 

“To see children and young people in¬ 
spired by my work is wonderful.” 

Now Andrew is looking to re-capture the 
excitement of the opening over the Bank 
Holiday weekend. 

“We’ll be entertaining with surprise 
events and afternoon tea and a re-opening.”

His commissions continue. 

He said: “I am working with the National 
Trust at Buckland Abbey in Devon, to in¬ 
stall some of my art. 

“It will include Gold Field, a 15 foot field 
of wheat, with mice and butterflies.” 

Andrew is a prolific worker. 

“I work every day, I am very disciplined,” 
he said. 

The museum’s aim is to give a delightful 
and absorbing experience that combines 
entertainment, sentiment, humour and fan¬ 
tasy in a manor that is suitable for all ages.

Lot of cash but lot of car

It’s no surprise that Land Rover 
sales have gone up by 10 per 
cent in the UK over the last six 
months judging by the perfor¬ 
mance of the Discovery Sport 
16MY on a recent test. 

The Jaguar/Land Rover success story is 
amazing with the leading manufacturer of 
premium luxury vehicles, reporting its best 
ever UK half-year sales, selling 62,314 ve¬ 
hicles in the first six months of 2016 - up 
21 per centon the same period last year. 

Discovery Sport’s versatile package saw 
it sell 1,597 vehicles in June, up 31 per cent 
on June 2015, all part of a great news pack¬ 
age for a company that was sitting firmly on 
its backside not many years ago. 

The Discovery Sport really is all things to 
all men with abilities to suit everyone. It’s got 
the lot. So if it’s a family MPV, an all-weather 
SUV or simply a spacious estate car on you 
shopping list you should be attracted to this 
model. 

And it doesn’t really matter if your head¬ 



ing off-road or down the motorway because 
the Discovery Sport is equally at home on 
either surface. You know you’re going to 
get superb performance in the mud but will 
be surprisingly impressed by how well this 
model handles on the tarmac thanks to well 
weighted and direct steering. 

Behind the wheel you can be excused 
for forgetting this is a Land Rover and not 
a Range Rover with nowhere near as much 
body roll as you would expect, but the re¬ 
minders come around town when the firm 
ride is always evident. 

There’s a neat terrain response package 
to help support the four-wheel drive system 
and inside the cabin there’s plenty of evi¬ 
dence that this model is heavily influenced 
by Range Rover design with more technol¬ 
ogy than the average man can understand. 

There’s seven seats, though I’m going to 
say you wouldn’t catch me travelling in the 
back pair for love or money, and that means 
only a small boot space is left with all the 
seats in position - not enough for a family 
weekend away when fully laden. 

Powered by a 2.0litre TD4 turbocharged 
engine with nine-speed automatic gearbox 
the Discovery Sport claims 53.3mpg on the 
combined cycle, though on a week’s test I 
never achieved that level. C02 emissions will 
interest a lot of potential buyers and they will 
be impressed by the figure of just 139g/km. 
Add a top speed of 117mph and 0-60mph in 
just 8.4 seconds and you soon realise why 
the Disco is roving so popular with buyers. 

The model on test was a HSE Luxury in 
white, which meant ebony interior and lots 
of leather. Add 20inch sparkle silver alloy 
wheels to the sleek design package and you 
begin to lose the lines between Land Rover 
and Range Rover.

There a standard package of features 
you would ever expect to get with a Land 
Rover such as three-row climate control, 
DAB radio, 11 speakers, Sat Nav, Apps, 
automatic beam control, heated leather 
steering wheel, heated and cooled front 
seats and a stunning panoramic roof. 

There’s a tyre pressure monitor, load- 
space cover, front fog lights, rain sensing 
wipers, cruise control, automatic emer¬ 
gency braking, keyless entry, powered 


tailgate, lane departure warning, front and 
rear parking aids and a reversing camera. 

All that would set you back £43,000 but 
the test car also included an entertainment 
pack, InControl Connect, adaptive head¬ 
lamps and an electric deployable tow- 
bar which pushed the selling price up to 
£47,475. 

It’s a lot of money but it’s also a lot of car. 
You get the feeling that the 1,597 buyers in 
June knew just what they were doing.
